nine cases of yellow fever reported to 
the board of health when the 
day's 


work of the physicians ended. 
There 


were, however, no 
deaths recorded, 


and the doctors all agreed that the sit- 
uation was steadily improving. 


The fever at present, instead of de- 


veloping into a malignant type, is as 
mild if it is not milder than when' it 
first appeared here, as witness 27 cases 
without a single death. 
The inspect- 


ors of the hoard of health 
reported 


that most of the cases that had come 
under their observation were progress- 
ing most favorably. 
There are only 


two. cases which 
give the attending 


physicians any reason for alarm. 


Some new places of infection are in- 


cluded in these cases, but it is s'tated 
that each one of the patients is doing 
well and there is no immediate danger 
of a fatal termination in any of Dhese 
cases. 


Up to the present 
time there has 


been little dread of the fever. Sporad- 
ic cases are appearing about town, btK 
the board of health thus far has been 
enabled 
successfully 
to quarantine 


each case that ihas appeared. 
Confi- 


dence locally is steadily increasing. 


There nev.er was a large measure of 


apprehension in New Orleans, but the " 
city seems now to have settled down 
to tlie belief that there is absolutely 
no clanger of an epidemic, and that 
within a very brief space of time, even 
before frost, the physicians will have 
succeeded in completely stamping out 
the sickness.: 


A number of cases were discharged, 


and the total number of cases receiv- 
ing strict attention does not exceed 10. 
Half a dozen towns, by telegraph and 
telephone, notified the authorities here 
that they had concluded to withdraw 
their restrictions against the receipt ot 
freight from New Orleans.

when it ia possible for a protective 
tariff to provide revenues sufficient to 
meet the wants of the country. 
In ex- 


planation of this we cannot do better 
than quote what Senator Aldrich said 
in the senate in introducing his bill, 
which proposed to increase the reve- 
nues by increased internal taxes. 
Said 


the senator: 


In the years to come we must ex- 


pect a decrease rather than an increase 
in the customs revenue to ba derived 
under the principal schedules of the 
tariff. 
Take the revenue from the 


metal schedule as an illustration. 
In 


1882 the revenue from manufactures 
of iron and steel was more than $29, 
000,000. 
In the year 1896 this was re- 


duced to $10,000,000, and a large pot- 
tion of this sum was paid out as draw- 
backs upon tin plate. 


With duties adequately 
protective 


upon manufactures of cotton, wool, silk 
and flax we may expect a constantly 
diminishing revenue from the impoita- 
tions of these products. * * * 


The legitimate result of a protective 


policy is to give the American market 
to American producers. 
When this be- 


comes an acooiapliBhed fact the rev- 
enue growing out of protective duties 
disappears. 
It must be evident, there- 


fore, that we 'must look for other 
sources of revenue. 


Bnt this ia precisely what the Repub- 


licans in congress ref ased to do. 
They 


held on to the gospel preached by Ding 
ley, that the higher the duties the 
greater the revenue, jicouted an income 
tax and were afraid of a beer or bank 
tax. 
Well, he has his tariff in opera- 


tion, and the customs revenues for the 
two months of its existence will amount 
to about $12,00,000, when he predicted 
§10,000,000 a month as the outcome of 
the Dingley law.

Cleveland's' bond issues is exhausted 
the treasury will be empty, there will 
have to be other bond issues or the 
tariff tinkeredjwith again to-make it a 
revenue-producing 
measure.

Last Juno Furnishes tlie Data For 


Comments—Extracts From 


Speeches Made. 


which materially 
weakened its effect. 


I favor making unlawful in the most 
direct manner, fill combinations in re- 
straint of trade. They put all indus- 
tries in the control of a few men. The 
people have the right to open com- 
petition in all industries and trado. Re- 
straint of trusts can be made effectual 
when we get the proper kind of laws. 
The supreme court has 
upheld 
the 


present law, but has pointed out 
its 


defects. I think these defects can and 
will be remedied." 


In the course of the debate Senator 


Hoar said in speaking of the trusts and 
their effects upon the business of the 
country: 


"I should be glad to find a constitu- 


tional method to uproot these 
great 


evils. I think they are a menace to 
the republic itself." 


Again Senator Huur, answEring the 


Question as to what was the technical 
definition of a monopoly, said: 


"A monopoly, strictly, in the English 


law, is a grant by the government of 
exclusive powers." 


In speaking of the trouble and em- 


barrassments surrounding the passage 
of the law by congress, to get rid of or 
regulate the trusts, the senator 
con- 


tinued: 


"If the senator from Nebraska, Mr. 


Allen, will help us out by finding a 
mode which will accomplish this end, 
and which will stand the test of scrut- 
iny 
of 
any 
judicial 
tribunal—and 


which will stand his own scrutiny— 
if, instead of being a senator he was a 
judge I should be glad to go with him 
to accomplish these results." 


If Senator Hoar meant anything by 


this language, he meant that the pres- 
ent judiciary was clothed with suffi- 
cient power to go for and crush 
the 


-trusts of the country, and that if Sen- 
ator Allen, of Nebraska, was a judge 
instead of a senator, he might be ap- 
pealed to with better and more satis- 
factory results. 
Senator Hoar further 


said: 


"The evil of monopoly is an evil cre- 


ated by the sovereign power of 
the 


state itself." 


Senator Caffrey, of Louisiana, said: 
"I quite agree with Senator 
Hoar 


that the question of monopoly is one 
for 
state jurisdiction, and I hardly 


think an attack on monopoly can come 
through 
the instrumentality of 
the 


Federal statute. 
* * * I quite con- 


cur with Senator Allen from Nebraska 
that the present law is perfectly adapt- 
ed to reach unlawful combinations or 
conspiracies in restraint of trade." 


In speaking of the special privileges 


granted to monopolies in several states 
and by the government, he said: 


"It seems to contemplate protection 


as a reward for great benefaction to the 
human race. Whenever congress im- 
poses a duty they can take it off, and 
they ought to do so whenever that duty 
upholds trusts, local or otherwise."

the Congressional Record of June 2Sth 
last, giving an account of this remark- 
able debate.

ators and lawyers of the United States,
